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Highlights 


THE  SHATTERED  MIRROR 

On  February  20,  1909,  the  French 
paper  /,<■  h'if;aro  published  a  state- 
ment by  an  Italian  poet  of  Alexan- 
drian extraction,  F.T.  Marinetti. 
He  called  the  piece  the  Foundation 
Manifesto  of  Futurism  or,  as  it  has 
come  to  be  known,  the  Futurist 
Manifesto. 

In  a  month  of  programming  with 
emphasis  on  the  avant-garde,  this 
docunient  possesses  special  interest. 
Of  course,  the  document  has  a  basic 
historical  significance  as  the  fore- 
runner of  the  various  modernist 
movements  -dadaism,  ultraism,  vor- 
ticism,  imagism,  acmeism,  surrealism - 
which  would  seriously  influence  our 
century's  culture.    But  the  signifi- 
cance of  this  manifesto  goes  beyond 
strict  notion  of  historical  interest. 
Though  one  finds  a  great  deal  of 
posturing  and  political  naivete  In 
Marinetti's  writing  (e.g.  the  infatua- 
tion with  technology  or  the  simple- 
minded  attacks  on  feminism),  its 
essential  impact  is  not  diminished 
68  years  after  its  printing. 

The  most  vital  thrust  of  the  Futurist 
Manifesto  is  the  call  for  an  art  of 
action,  i.e.  art  defined  as  the  act  of 
the  imagination.    Once  and  for  all 
futurism  called  into  question  the 
ideology  of  art  as  passive  and  repre- 
sentational, that  notion  of  the  Poet 
as  Genius  who  passively  receives  the 
world  and  spews  it  back  out  as  a 
metaphorical,  and  often  egocentric, 
paraphrase  of  reality.    As  the  brick- 
layer and  politician  alter  our  environ 
ment,  so  too  does  the  artist,  by  an 
act  of  imagination,  transform  our 
basic  perception  of  the  place  we 
live.    Or  to  put  it  in  the  verse  of  the 
Russian  poet  Mayakovsky: 
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I  want  the  pen 

to  equal  the  gurx

in  industry. 
And  the  Politburo's  agenda 

Item  I 
to  be  Stalin's  Report  on 

'The  Output  of  Poetry' 


Since  the  Futurist  Manifesto  this 
avant-garde  tradition  has  remained  in 
Europe  and  Japan  the  vital  challenge 
to  established  bourgeois  and  revision- 
ist cultures.  , 


Unfortunately,  Anglo-American  cul-j 
ture,  especially  in  its  literature,  has  i 
remained  a  virtual  necropolis  of 
reaction  in  terms  of  this  critical  chal- 
lenge.   In  an  essay  on  the  late  Jack 
Spicer,  one  of  our  country's  most 
important  and  ignored  poetic  inno- 
vators, Gilbert  Sorrentino  has  quite 
accurately  described  the  egocentric 
attitudes  toward  art  at  the  root  of 
the  Anglo-American  tradition -a 
reactionary  ideology  both  college 
professor  and  film  industry  execu- 
tive prefer  to  call  'humanism':    "We 
are,  poets  and  critics  and  readers 
alike,  victims  of  a  romantic  hang- 
over, with  its  hysterical  reliance  on 
humanism  as  a  cure  for  all  our  ills, 
social  and  cultural,  its  insistence  that 
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the  artist  is  a  kind  of  dazed  ego- 
maniac to  whom  we  look  for  inter- 
pretations of  the  world.  .  .  that  he 
is  not  to  be  taken  seriously  by 
serious  men  because  he  has  nothing 
of  value  to  say  -we  go  to  him  in 
order  to  relax  by  ingesting  beautiful 
'ideas'  "  (Village  Voice.  10/13/75). 

What  follows  is  Marinetti's  Futurist 
Manifesto  as  it  appeared  In  1909.

We  shall  sing  the  love  of  danger,  the 
^  habit  of  energy  and  boldness. 

The  essential  elements  of  our  poetry 
shall  be  courage,  daring  and  rebellion. 

Literature  has  hitherto  glorified 
thoughtful  immottility,  ecstasy  and 
sleep/  we  shall  extol  aggressive 
movement,  feverish  insomnia,  the 
double  quick-step,  the  somersault, 
the  box  on  the  ear,  the  fisticuff 
We  declare  that  the  world's  splen- 
dor has  been  enriched  by  a  new 
beauty:  the  beauty  of  speed.    A 
racing  motor-car.  .  .is  more  beau- 
tiful than  the  Victory  of  Samothrace... 

There  is  no  more  beauty  except  in 
strife.    No  masterpiece  without  aggres- 
siveness.   Poetry  must  be  a  violent 
onslaught  upon  the  unknown  forces, 
to  command  them  to  bow  before  man. 
We  stand  upon  the  extreme  promon- 
tory of  the  centuries!   .  .  .Why  should 
we  look  behind  us,  when  we  have  to 
break  in  the  mysterious  portals  of 
the  Impossible?    Time  and  space 
died  yesterday.    Already  vi/e  live  in 
the  absolute,  since  vye  have  already 
created  speed,  eternal  and  ever-pre- 
sent   We  wish  to  glorify    War- the 
only  health  giver  of  the  world-mili- 
tarism, patriotism,  the  destructive  arm 
of  the  Anarchist,  the  beautiful  ideas 
that  kill,  the  contempt  for  women. 

We  wish  to  destroy  the  museums,  the 
libraries,  to  fight  against  moral  ism, 
feminism,  and  all  opportunist  and 
utilitarian  meannesses. 

We  shall  sing  of  the  great  crowds 
in  the  excitement  of  labour, 
pleasure  and  rebellion;  of  the  multi- 
coloured and  polyphonic  surf  of 
revolutions  in  modern  capital  cities; 
of  the  nocturnal  vibrations  of  arsen- 
als and  workshops  beneath  their 
violent  electric  moons;  of  greedy 
stations  swallowing  smoking 
snakes;  of  factories  suspended  from 
the  clouds  by  their  strings  of 


smoke;  of  bridges  leaping  like 
gymnasts.  .  .  of  broad-chested 
locomotives  prancing  on  the  rails 
like  huge  steel  horses; .  .  .and  of 
the  gliding  flight  of  aeroplanes,  the 
sound  of  whose  screws  is  like  the 
flapping  of  flags  and  the  applause 
of  an  enthusiastic  crowd. 

It  is  in  Italy  that  we  launch  this 
manifesto  of  violence,  destructive 
and  incendiary,  by  which  we  this 
day  found  Futurism,  because  we 
would  deliver  Italy  from  its  canker 
of  professors,  archaeologists,  cicerones, 
and  antiquaries.    Italy  has  for  too 
long  been  the  great  market  of  the 
second-hand  dealers.    We  would 
free  her  from  the  numberless  museums 
which  cover  her  with  as  many  ceme- 
taries. 

.  .  .To  admire  an  old  picture  is  to 
pour  our  sensitiveness  into  a  funeral 
urn,  instead  of  casting  it  forward  in 
violent  gustt^of  creation  and  action.  . 


For  men  on  their  death  bed,  for  invalids 
and   for  prisoners,  very  welll  The  ad- 
mirable past  may  well  be  balsam  to 
their  wounds,  since  the  future  is 
closed  to  them.  .  .  But  we  mill 
have  none  of  it— we,  the  young,  the 
strong,  and  the  living  Futurists! 

Come,  then,  the  good  incendiaries, 
with  their  charred  fingers!    .  .  .Set 
fire   to  the  shelves  of  the  libraries! 
Deviate  the  course  of  canals  to 
flood  the  cellars  of  the  museums! 
.  .  .Seize  pick-axes  and  hammers! 
Sap  the  foundations  of  the  venerable 
cities!    The  oldest  among  us  are 
thirty;  we  have,  therefore,  ten  years 
at  least  to  accomplish  our  task. 
When  we  are  forty,  let  others  younger 
and  more  valiant,  throw  us  into  the 
wastepaper  basket  like  useless  manu- 
scripts. .  .And  Injustice,  strong  and 
healthy,  will  burst  forth  radiantly  in 
their  eyes.    For  art  can  be  nought 
but  violence,  cruelty  and  injustice. 


.  .  .  Your  objections?   Enough! 
Enough!    I  know  them!    It  is 
agreed!    We  know  well  what  our 
fine  and  false  intelligence  tells  us. 
We  are,  it  says,  only  the  summary  and 
the  extension  of  our  ancestors.    Per- 
haps!   Very  well!   .  .  .What  matter? 
.  .  .We  stand  upon  the  summit  of 
the  world,  and  once  more  we  hurl 
our  challenge  to  the  stars!

BUFFALO  BILL  AND  THE  INDIANS  OR  SITTING  BULL'S  HISTORY  LESSON 

Directed  by  Robert  Altman 

Just  in  time  for  the  (you  should  excuse  the  expression)  bicentennial,  we  present 
Robert  Altman's  film  about  one  of  the  great  American  folkheroes.    Both  a  cir- 
cus and  a  salire^Buffalo  Bill  debunks  and  admires  the  legend  of  William  F.  Cody; 
questions  the  history  and  mythology  of  show  business;  examines  celebrity  and 
power  (used  and  abused);  and  confronts  the  relationship  between  the  Indian  and 
the  White  Man. 

Buffalo  Bill  was,  in  effect,  the  first  American  "Star,"  whose  legend  was  based 
more  on  fabrication  and  publicity  than  on  accomplishments.    His  recreationof 
the  Wild  West  was  bigger  in  its  time  than  a  Rolling  Stones  tour.    Buffalo  Bill's 
Wild  West  or  Life  Among  Tfie  Red  Men  and  Road  Agents  of  tfie  Plains  and 
'Prairies,  an  Equine  Dramatic  Exposition  on  Grass  or  Under  Canvas  of  tfie  Advan-     ' 
tages  of  Frontiersmen  and  Cowboys  played  to  over  1 ,000,000  spectators  at 
Madison  Square  Garden  during  the  1885-86  season,  and  to  over  6,000,000 
people  in  a  six-month  period  at  the  Chicago  World's  Fair.    A  kind  of  Buffalo  i 

Bill  religion  existed,  and  its  impact  upon  the  consciousness  of  a  growing  country 
is  a  fascinating  subject  for  our  birthday  musings.  '

newcomers  to  the  Altman  fold.    Paul  Newman  stars  as  Buffalo  Bill,  and  just  ,

McCormick.

THE  TENANT      Directed  by  Roman  Polanski 

Roman  Polanski's  new  film,  The  Tenant,  provides  stark  contrast  with  Robert 
Altman's  Buffalo  Bill.  .  . 

The  film  is  based  on  a  novel  by  the  eminent  avant-garde  French  writer-artist- 
illustrator,  Roland  Topor,  "La  Locataire  Chimerique."    The  bizarre  story  fea- 
tures Polanski  himself  in  the  exacting  role  of  a  man  gradually  enveloped  in 
paranoia.    Except  for  his  leading  role  in  his  Tfte  Fearless  Vampire  Killers,  his 
send-up  of  horror  films  some  years  ago,  Polanski  has  not  enacted  a  major  role 
in  films.    His  American  screen  following  is  generally  unaware  that  he  has  had 
solid  acting  experience  in  his  youth  as  a  child  radio  star  and  in  the  Cracow 
Theater,    During  his  studies  at  the  Polish  State  Film  College,  he  enacted  a 
variety  of  roles,  including  the  early  works  of  Ardrzej  Wajda,  and  was  seen  in 
his  own  internationally  acclaimed  short.  Two  Men  and  a  Wardrobe. 

Polanski  is  supported  by  a  distinguished  international  cast,  including  Isabelle 
Adjani,  Shelley  Winters,  and  Lila  Kedrova.    Cinematography  is  by  Sven  Ny- 
quist,  the  man  responsible  for  the  incredible  look  of  Ingmar  Bergman's  films 
■  since  1959. 

The  Tenant  transpires  within  a  few  weeks  in  the  life  of  Trelkovsky,  a  Paris 
file  clerk  who  has  rented  a  dingy  apartment  in  a  building  in  a  run-down  quarter 
of  the  city.    A  strange  series  of  coincidences  (or  are  they')  continually  links 
the  clerk  to  the  previous  tenant,  a  young  woman  who  has  just  committed 
suicide.    Slowly  he  becomes  convinced  that  his  neighbors  are  trying  to  turn 
him  into  a  reincarnation  of  the  suicide,  and  drive  him  to  a  like  fate.    As  his 
paranoia  grows,  he  begins  to  live  in  a  world  of  fantasy  and  nightmare.

On  each  level,  there  is 
a  door  and  as  our  hero  opens  each 
door,  he  steps  into  a  different 
dimension,  the  astral  worlds  of 
myth  and  science  fiction. 

The  strange  and  often  humorous 
beings  that  Jack  encounters  pass 
on  bits  of  wisdom.    Some  of  it 
comes  from  Lama  Govinda's  book. 
The  Foundations  of  Tibetan 
Mysticism,  and  also  from  such 
varying  personages  as  Manly  P. 
Hall,  Gurdjieff,  H.  P.  Lovecraft, 
and  Roy  Rogers  and  Dale  Evans. 

The  Fourth  Tower  of  Inverness 
was  written  and  directed  by  Meat- 
ball Fulton,  who  has  worked  with 
the  BBC,  the  CBC  and  commercial 
radio.    Jack  Flanders  is  played  by 
Robert  Lorick.    Other  cast  mem- 
bers include  Murray  Head  (the 
original  Judas  in  Jesus  Christ, 
Superstar)  and  Dave  Herman  of 
WNEW-FM.
